The  Report  of  Mr.  Solomon  W.  Roberts,  the  Engi- 
neer and  Superintendent,  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  as 
submitted  by  the  Chairman,  was  read  by  Mr.  Roberts. 
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The  Secretary  read  the  Treasurer’s  Annual  State- 
ment. 

Mr.  Charles  Santee  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  reports  just  read  be  ac- 
cepted and  approved,  and  that  the  same  be  published, 
along  with  the  accompanying  tabular  statements,  in

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The  bills  payable  have  been  reduced  to  $89,805  01, 
being  $48,417  47  less  than  they  were  on  November 
30th,  1859. 

The  bonded  debt  has  been  increased  $63,000,  by  the 
issue  of  that  amount  of  real  estate  and  chattel  mortgage 
bonds  at  par. 

Two  first-class  ten-wheel  coal-burning  freight  locomo- 
motives,  built  by  Messrs.  M.  W.  Baldwin  & Co.,  have 
been  added  to  the  motive  power,  and  one  first-class 
passenger  car,  one  baggage  and  smoking  car,  two  milk 
cars,  and  two  express  cars,  have  been  placed  on  the 
road  during  the  year. 

The  equipment  now  consists  of  eight  passenger  and 
nine  freight  locomotives,  fifteen  first-class  passenger 
cars,  five  baggage  and  smoking  cars,  one  hundred  eight 
wheel  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  four-wheel  coal 
cars,  seventy  five  long  platform  cars,  forty-two  box  cars, 
five  stock  cars,  twenty-five  lime  cars,  twenty-five  four- 
wheel  dump  and  platform  cars,  two  milk  cars,  and  two 
express  cars,  all  of  which  are  in  good  order. 

The  trade  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  may 
be  considered  as  purely  local  in  its  character,  and,  there- 
fore, not  likely  to  be  very  materially  affected  by  the 
present  political  troubles  of  the  country.  The  towns 
and  villages,  with  the  improvements  going  on  along  the 
line  of  the  road,  give  evidence  of  the  prosperity  of  the 
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section  of  country  through  which  it  passes,  and  furnish 
reason  for  the  belief  that  the  business  of  the  present 
year  will  be  as  satisfactory  as  that  of  the  past. 

The  report  and  tabular  statements  of  the  Engineer 
and  Superintendent,  herewith  submitted,  give  a full  and 
detailed  statement  of  the  business  of  the  several  depart- 
ments under  his  charge.

President  Norik  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  ; 

Sir  : — The  tabular  statements,  herewith  presented,  show  in 
detail  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  the  North  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1860. 

The  general  result  is  considerably  more  favorable  than  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  better  than  was  anticipated  by  me 
when  this  year  began. 

The  gross  earnings  have  been  - - $389,622  23 

The  expenses  have  been  - - 176,668  31 

The  net  earnings  have  been  - - $212,953  92 


The  proportion  of  expenses  t©  earnings  is  forty-five  per  cent, 
and  thirty-four  hundredths. 
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As  compared  with  the  year  before,  the  earnings

The  road  and  rolling  stock  have  been  well  kept  up,  and  the 
trains  have  been  run  with  great  regularity  and  freedom  from 
accident.

The  table  marked  A,  exhibits  a classified  statement  of  the 
earnings  of  the  road,  after  deducting  all  drawbacks,  and  all 
sums  received  for  other  Companies.

The  increase  from  passengers  has  been  $11,079  73  ; from 
freight,  $30,741  87  ; and  from  rents,  &c.,  $498  67  ; making 
an  aggregate  of  $42,320  27. 

As  the  several  items  are  specifically  set  forth  in  the  accom- 
panying tables,  it  seems  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  them  here. 

I would  call  attention,  however,  to  the  large  increase  in  the 
quantity  of  milk  brought  to  Philadelphia.  The  number  of  gal- 
lons carried  in  the  year  was  1,080,178,  being  equal  to  an 
average  of  more  than  90,000  gallons  per  month. 

The  amount  added  to  the  construction  account  in  the  year 
has  been  $7,219  90.  This  includes  the  cost  of  a neat  and  con- 
venient passenger  station  house  at  Berks  street ; of  a large  car 
house,  for  sheltering  passenger  cars,  at  the  same  station ; of 
sundry  small  items  of  necessary  new  work,  and  of  the  filling  up, 
with  solid  embankment,  of  the  trestle  bridge  a short  distance 
below  the  station  at  Gwynedd.  Of  the  six  trestle  bridges  which 
there  were  upon  the  line  when  the  road  was  first  opened  for  use, 
four  are  now  filled  up,  and  the  work  paid  for. 

The  additional  rolling  stock  placed  upon  the  road  in  the  year, 
has  added  to  the  equipment  account  of  $26,979  34.  This  in- 
cludes two  very  superior  ten-wheeled  coal-burning  freight  loco- 
motives, weighing  64,000  lbs.  each,  built  by  M.  W.  Baldwin 
& Co.,  and  called  the  “Cheltenham”  and  the  “Wyoming.” 
The  small  second-hand  engine,  “ Eagle,”  which  was  used  inlay- 
ing the  track,  has  been  disposed  of  in  part  pay  for  one  of  the 
new  engines.  One  new  passenger  car,  No.  15,  one  baggage 
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car,  two  milk  cars,  and  two  express  cars,  have  been  placed  on 
the  road  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  a gratifying  growth  in  the  local  business  of 
the  line,  and  a considerable  number  of  new  buildings  have  been 
erected  near  the  stations. 

The  Penn  Haven  and  White  Haven  Railroad  Company  have 
had  their  road  carefully  located  and  prepared  to  be  put 
under  contract,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  recent  financial  re- 
vulsion, the  work  would  have  been  now  in  progress  of  con- 
struction. 

That  Company  hopes  before  long  to  accomplish  the  making 
of  this  important  link,  which  will  add  so  largely  to  the  through 
business  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  persons  at  the  head  of  the 
several  departments  upon  the  line,  in  the  past  year,  and  their 
duties  have  continued  to  be  performed  in  a highly  satisfactory 
manner.
